That would be the duty of the 
pathologists.”

“I presume therefore that the optim- 
“istic bulletins that were issued from 
time to time by the physicians were 
without any knowledge or suspicion of 
those symptoms which were afterward 
discovered?“ 

“The bulletins were optimistic in that 
they gave no idea of what was to 
come, was the reply. The bulletins 
enpressed no opinion. They merely 
stated facts, but the opinions which 
were held by the staff seemed to be 
fully warranted by the condition of 
the President. We had. no reason to 
suspect the existence of any such 
state of affairs as was found.” 

“Now, doctor, you say it was due to 
several causes.

“The entrance of germs into the 
parts may have been one of the causes.

didate and of his tours while President 
around the continent. While traveling 
on his trips, some local committeeman 
— sach place he visited always pinned 
a badge or ribbon on his coat, and Mr, 
McKinley preserved these as memen- 
toes of his visits among the People. 
After each of his long tours through 
the South and West there were re 
ceived at the White House many 
packages containing complete collec- 
tions of badges used on the occasion 
of his visits to scores ot cities and 
towns. These came from Mayors and 
chairmen of reception committees, and 
some of the badges were, in their way, 
very elaborate and handsome. The 
late President's collection of campaign 
badges is also: very interesting, and 
particularly those of the campatizan of 
1896, when hundreds of emblems to 
represent the promise of pro:perity 
were devised, and of the campaign of 
1900, when “the full dinner pail’ and 
other unique devices were wrought in 
silk and metal, to be worn by MeKin- 
ley supporters afl over the country. 
President McKiniey had four large 
shields made and covered with these 
badges. and they were exhibited in 
the Nbrary at the White House. Re. 
sides the badges on the shields. there 
were hundreds of others stered away 
in boxes and drawers in his private 
apartments.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 24.—The Post-Dis- 
patch today says that Edward Saftig, 
arrested Monday afternoon, suspected 
of larcény, told Chief of Detectives 
Desmond today that he was one of 
three men who conspired to assassi- 
nate President MeKinley ät Buffalo 
September 6, and that he, Saftig, tied 
around Cszolgosz's hand the handker- 
chief that concealed the weapon with 
which he shot the President.

“On that 
date Frank Harrigan, an anarchist 
that 1 had known in New York and 
other eastern cities, located me and 
made an appointment for me to meet 
him at the Michelobe saloon in this 
city. I did not know then why I was 
to meet him. He knew me of old, and he 
knew that my weakness Was liquor.

„ I knew him, having met him 
in Chicago severai years before. Czol- 
ons told me that he intended killing 
the President. He id he had gone 
to Niagara Falls with that end in 
view, but had failed. He was to make 
another attempt soon. 

“Harrigan Was present at that time. 
Harrigan told Czolgosz that he had 
better postpone it until the President 
left Buffalc. He said there were so 
many people present that it was a sure 
thing he would be caught. Czolgosz 
sald he did not care if he were caught. 
He sald he would shoot the President. 
(he called him Mack.) where all peo- 
ple would know why be was killed. 
Harrigan told him to go ahead. If 
money could save him, he would be 
saved. 

“Next day, Friday I got up about 10 
clock. (ons told me this was 
the day that the killing was to take 
place. He asked be to tle a handker- 
chief around his hand. I did so, and 
he placed a revolver in his hand under 
the handkerchief. He asked me if I 
could see that there was a weapog in 
his hand. I eaid that I could not. 

“Then he told me that I was to 
to the Temple of Music. I was to fix 
up my hand the same as I had fixed 
his. If the guards allowed me to get 
by he would have no troutile in get- 
ting by. But if they stopped me he 
would not try tt. That afternoon we 
went gut as hegesuggested. 1 tied the 
handkerchief about his hand. Mine 
was fixed up the same way. Harrigan 
was to meet us at the grounds and he 
was to be immediately back of (ol. 
ge to prevent any interference. 

“At the gate I weakened. I told 
CZolgorz that I would go back and get 
Harrigan to do hat had been lald out 
for me. I left Czolgosz then, and never 
saw him afterward. 

“At the boarding-house I saw Harrt- 
gan. He told me that he had not been 
om the grounds when the murder took 
place. He gave me $20 as I was ro- 
ing home. I feared to take a train for 
St. Louis, for fear of being detained, 
I tramped it part of the way and beat 
my way on trains. It took me four 
days to get back.” 

Saftia is 24 years old, and says he 
was born in Cologne. He left his coun- 
try when ba Was 10 years old. He has 
lived in many cities of the United 
States. He was present, he stated, at 
a meeting of anarchists at Paterson, 
N. I.. in 1898 when the assassination 
of King Humbert of Italy was planned.

And, more than that, that paper is 
ccunted no less than fifty wo tines 
from the time that it enters the bureau 
until it is stored in the big vault ready 
to be sent back to the Treasury le- 
partment. 

The paper is crisp and dry when it 
reaches the bureau. After the first 
counting it is wet down thoroughiy, 
and then the back of the note i 
printed upon it. Then it is laid away 
for a month to season, then wet down 
again, taken into another plate-peint- 
ing room, and the face of the bill put 
on. Each printer draws so much pa- 
per each day, and at night he must 
turn in every ecrap of that paper be- 
fore he is allowed to go away from the 
bureau. Of course, the te from 
which he is printing must be turned 
in at the end.of each day, too, although 
one printer never gets hold of the 
plates for the two sides of a note. 

After the face has been put on the 
partly-completed money is sent. to an- 
other room and put into a compound, 
to make it crisp as it was before the 
wetting process. Then it is put un- 
der an hydraulic press and pressed 
down smooth under an enormous pres- 
sure, and that also makes it glossy 
and neat. Then the bills, still four to 
the sheet, go to the numbering room, 
where they are run through numbering 
presses and the numbers put on. Then 
each sheet is neatly trimmed by « 
trimming machine, and the scraps o* 
paper resulting from this process are 
put through a macerating machine, for 
fear somebody will get hold of them.

“Any attempt at ineubordination or 
revolt upon the part of a slave was 
promptly and severely dealt with. The 
brutality with which the poor women 
were treated occasionally reached such 
lengths of cruelty as to call for ex- 
postulation by the policemen detailed 
to. keep inmates and visitors from in- 
duiging in digorderiy conduct. Once 
in a while, but very rarely, a master 
was arrested when his treatment had 
been particularly inhuman. Rut it was 
extremely seldom that he was pun- 
whed. The victim of his brutality or 
the witnesses thereof were in such 
complete subjugation and in such ter- 
ror of him that they could not be in- 
duced to testify against him.

immigration became considerable, and 
showed itself in the highest degree in 
the localities into which the foreigners 
most largely entered, “so that in 1850, 
in spite of the incoming of two and a 
half millions of foreigners during 
thirty years, our population differed 
by leas than 10,000 from the population 
which would have existed, according 
to the previous rate of increase. with- 
out reinforcements from abroad.” He 
finds the explanation of the decline In 
the native birth rate, in the advent of 
numbers of European pearants, 
which created distinct social classes, 
and made Americans shrink from 
bringing forth sons and daughters to 
compete with the immigrant labor. 

The degree of truth in this view we 
cannot here inquire into. It is possible 
that Gen. Walker underestimated the 
growth of the Americans by immigra- 
tion between the revolution and 1820: 
and the increase in wealth and luxury 
in any country tends to diminish the 
birth rate. It certainly is a fact that 
the tendency of native Americans to 
withdraw from the common jabor and 
manufacture of the country coincides 
in time with the advent of the immi- 
grant, but it coincides in time also with 
the opening up, on a large scale, of the 
great west, whereby the native Ameri-

THE VARIOUS NATIONALITIES. 

Having considered the fluctations of 
the emigration movement. let us next 
inquire in regard to its composition. 
According to Richmond Mayo Smith, 
more than one-fourth of our immi- 
grants have come from Germany, a 
fifth from Ireland, 15 per cent. from 
England, 6 per cent. from Norway ond 
Sweden and 6 per cent. from British 
North America. About 60 per cent. are 
of Germanic blood. During the forty 
years from 1821 to 1860 over half the 
entire immigration was from England 
and Ireland, and over one-third was 
from Ireland. During the decade 1841 
to 1850 the frish immigration rose, in 
fact, to such a figure that it was over 
per cent. of the total. The German 
immigration reached its highest propor- 
tionate point in the decade 1851 to 1860, 
when is constituted 36.4 per cent. of the 
whole.” 

Since 1860 a change has been in prog- 
ress. The south and east of Europe 
have risen in importance, while Ene. 
land, Ireland and Germany have de. 
clined. For example, in 1896 Germany 
furnished 92,000 immigrants: the United 
Kingdom, 122,000; Austria-Hungary, 
56,000; Italy. 51,000; Russia and Poland, 
44,000. In 1990 Germans immigrating 
numbered 18,000: the United Kingdom, 
48,000: Austria-Hungary, 114,000; Italy. 
100, %, and Russia and Poland, 95,000. 
Austria-Hungary'’s proportion was .34 
per cent. In 1861-70, and 6.74 cent. 
in 1881-90. Russia and Pol hed .20 
per cent. in 1861-70 and 5.66 in 1881-90. 
Italy shows a similar ~ain and in the 
last decade the ratio of increase: for 
these southern and eastern nations has 
been much enlareed. 

UNDESIRABLE CONDITIONS. 

It is obvious that the replacement of 
the German and British immigration 
by southern Italians, Poles, Russian 
Jews and Slovaks is a loss to the socia! 
organism of the United States. It is 
not the purpose of the present paper 
to discuss the various evils arising 
from this change in the euality of our 
immigrants. The lowering of the stan- 
dard of comfort, the immigrants’ com- 
petition which is counteracting the up- 
ward tendency of wares, the sweat- 
shop system, the congestion of foreign- 
ers in localities in our great cities, 
where they become the troops of the 
local boss; the increase in crime and 
pauperism attributable to the poorer 
elements in our recent immigration. and 
the anarchistic elements which are 
found among them—all these and simi- 
lar problems are presented by this 
transformation of our immigration. 

As the rise and fall of the earlier 
immigration marked the good and bad 
times here and in Furope, so the re- 
cent transfer of the source of our im- 
migration to the poorest classes in 
Europe measures the gradual approxi- 
mation of the United States to the la- 
bor conditions of the old world: it 
measures the increasing perfection of 
the transporting facilities of the world, 
whereby hundreds of thousands of the 
most degraded laborers of the farthest 
confines of Burone can change their 
abode to the United States; it measures 
the revolution in the industrial ma- 
chinery of the United States, which 
now uses this material in its contest 
for the world markets; and it measures 
the transfermation of American demo- 
cratic conditions. 

RESTRICTIVE LEGISLATION. 

Congress has in recent years given 
much attention to the problem of im- 
migration. The act of 1864 was en- 
titled “An act to encourage immigra- 
tion.” It declared that contracts pledg- 
ing wages for twelve months to repay 
the passage money should be valid and 
it provided a commissioner of immi- 
gration. This act was repealed in 1868. 
New York and Massachusetts in their 
inspection laws provided for sending 
back some undesirable classes and in| 
1875 the United States provided for ex- 
cluding habitual criminals. In 1880 
Con suspended the immieration of 
Chinese for ten years and in 1888 abso- 
lutely prohibited the immigration of 
Chinese laborers. The sharp antagon- 
jem of race, the clear contest of a 
lower standard of life and the localisa- 
tion of the problem led to a solution in 
this case that was not so easilv reached 
with respect to limitations in Europeaa 
immigration. 

In 1885 Congress the first act 
excluding contract but it 
impossible to enforce it, and the Ford 
committee brought in a new bill in 
1888.

Pro- 
posals were made to exclude immigra- 
tion for a year and to hold the steam- 
shi- companies and their agents re- 
sponsible for the introduction of illegal 
aliens. But the Chandler Committee 
selected the test of illiteracy as the 
means of excluding undesirable immi- 
grants, However, the bill failed to 
pass, as did also the similar 
of Senator Lodge in 1896. 
ASSIMILATION NOW DIFFICULT. 

The demand made by the industrial 
forces for cheap labor, coupled with 
the American respect for the traditions 
of the new world as a refuge for the 
oppressed, make restrictive legisiation 
peculiarly difficult. But in times of 
temporary depression of business, when 
men are thrown out of employment in 
large numbers, the foreign population 
congested in our large cities id likely 
to offer a serious problem. 

The recent phases of American immi- 
gration are. therefore, considerably 
different from the earlier phases. The 
immigrant of the preceding period was 
assimiliated with comparative ease, and 
it can hardly be doubted that valuable 
contributions to American character 
have come from this infusion of non- 
English stock into the American peo- 
ple. But the free lands that made the 

rocess of absorption easy have gone. 

e immigration is becoming increas. 
ingly more difficult of assimilation, Its 
competition with American labor under 
existing conditions may give increased 
power to the producer, but the effects 
upon American social well-being are 
dangerous in the > Extreme.

Although members of the police de- 
partment stoutly affirm that they put

DISCUSSES SUBJECT.

Nemarkable Growth of the Industry 
| and Its Present Standing, Shown by 
Statistics—Resolutions of Respect for 
the Late Prof. Claypole. 


| Copper in all ite varied phases and 
peculiarities was “the subject under 
discussion, by the geological section of 
the Academy of Sciences at its meet- 
ing last evening, and many interest- 
ing sidelights werg thrown on the min- 
eral that i¢ just now attracting such 
widespread attention. 

It was the rst meeting of the ¢ec- 
tien since the summer vacation and 
marks the advent ef more thorough 
section work than been the rule 
heretofore. During the season just 
opened it will be the alm of the acad- 
emy to make a ure of sectionai 
work especially. 


well covered, both from the mineral- 
ogical and metallurgical standpoints, 
Prof. T. B. Comstock, speaking from 
the result of six years devoted to the 
study of the sewbject, deciared that 
there was no more interesting and dif- 
ficult mineral research than the 
numerous forms of copper. Those whe 
have had access to the Clifton, Bisbee. 
United Verde and Jerome mines should 
be the best informed on the subject, as 
these mines represent the greatest 
country in the 


world. 

Unlike other mineral belfs, copper 
has defined leads and its veins run in 
almost every direction. Another pecu- 
larity of ore is the fact that 
it ie very ficult to distinguish by 
sight, as it assumes a variety of forma, 
Then again, as at Clifton, there are 
but few surface indications to mark 
the resting place of large deposits of 


ore. 

As an illustration of the variety ot 
classes of mineral seve 
specimens from the collection of Gall 
Borden were shown. 
During his remarks Prof. Comstock 
| took occasion to pay a tribute to the 
late Prof. E. W. Claypole, who during 
his residence in this section was one 
of its most active and able mineral- 
ogists. His report on the geological 
construction of the mountains of 
Southern California read before Fhe 
association some time before his death 
was regarded as the best ever made on 
the subject.
